I have  reviewed  the  building  encroachment  on  public  right-of-way  on 
Maumee  Avenue  near  Clarksdale  Addition  for  purposes  of  evaluating  a vacation 
request,  as  requested  by  your  office. 

I would  recommend  that  the  vacation,  as  drawn,  be  permitted  for  the 
following  reasons: 

1)  Maumee  Avenue  is  presently  a "Closed-circuit"  street  serving 

of  course,  industrial  and  commercial  zoning.  This  office  cannot 
forsee,  because  of  physical  limitations  imposed  by  the  U.S.30 
Interchange,  any  future  connection  to  this  roadway  which  would 
necessitate  significant  widening,  which  in  turn  would  be  affected 
by  the  vacation. 

2)  Because  of  the  physical  properties  of  the  present  curvature  in 
Maumee  at  this  location,  any  realignment  the  City  would  desire 
in  the  future  would  have  to  be  increased  radius  on  the  south. 

3)  The  City  tolerates  considerable  encroachment  on  public  right-of- 
way  throughout  Maumee  Ave . to  the  west.  This  encroachment  is 
not  permanent  as  is  the  case  in  question  but  does  indicate  a 
general  attitude  toward  preservation  of  eminent  domain.
